Senator Pugh Takes Up Senator 
Carlisle’s Letter, 


WHICH HE ANALYZES CLOSELY. 


Carlisle Undertaking to Meddle in the 
Affairs of a House of Which He 
Is Not a Member. 


WASHINGTON, November 27.—[Special.]— 
The democratic members of the house 
are slow in arriving. 

Only five reached here today: Mr. Winn of 
General Herbert of Alabama, 
both for Crisp; Sherman Hoar and Williams 
of Massachusetts, the two New England Mills 
men, and Williams of Illinois, who is, of 
course, for Springer. Mr. Winn will be one 
of Judge Crisp’s lieutenants. The great 
influx of members is not expected until next 
Monday. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there are less 
than sixty democratic congressmen here, or 
about one quarter ofthe number which will 
make up the caucus, there is a great deal of 
activity about the headquarters of the various 
candidates, but as yet there are few evidences 
of bad blood. | 

Mills as a Mischief-Maker. 

The attempt of Mr. Mills and his 
friends to question Judge Crisp’s po 
sition on the tariff, however, and 
place him in a false light before the country 
has aroused a great deal of indignation on tho 
part of the Georgian’s friends, but thoy refuse 


to be dragged into a controversy on the sub- 


ject on the ground that the judge’s record 
speaks for itself, and any defense of it would 
be a confession of weakness, but would precip‘ 
itate an unseemly quarrel on an issue upon 
which all are united, engender bitter feeling, 
and, perhaps, resultin the caucus discarding 
both the southern candidates and electing a 
northern man. Judge Crisp is far in the lead, 
and he cannot afford to turn around and try a 
tilt at an imaginary windmill, because a dis- 
gruntied opponent wants him to. His friends 
believe that no one will be misled by the 
attack that is now being made, and that when 
it has spent its force the very qualities of cool- 
ness and deliberation for which Judge Crisp 
has been extolled will come out all the 
stronger, and the fact that he has refused to 
rush in and take up a quarrel at the drop ofa 
hat, because an angry adversary wants him to, 
will be an added argument for his election. 
It Is a Critical Period. 

Nevertheless this is a critical stage in the 
contest. It is with difficulty that some of the 
judge’s friends can be restrained from fighting 
back. The New York Times today classes the 
judge’s associates as protectionists, who are 
really republicans traveling under the guise of 
democrats. 
some of Mills’s friends are advising him to call 
off his dogs. They believe this kind of 
attack will only produce resentment and 
injure the cause it is designed to help. The 
pressure to break down Judge Crisp has taken 
wide range. It aims at dragging in presiden- 
tial preferences, especially as to Mr. Cleve- 
land, although he has distinctly repudiated the 
attempt to speak aloud the idea that he would 
take a hand in the fight. 

Pugh’s Answer to Carlisle. 

Senator Carlisle’s letter to Mr. Warner has 
also caused angry mutterings. Senator Pugh 
this morning wrote the following reply for 
The Post: 

The letter of Senator John G. Carlisle in answer 
to the letter of Congressman John D. Warner, on 
the subject of the qualifications of Hon. Roger Q. 
Mills for the spéakership, published in The Post 
this morning, cannot be permitted to circulate as 
the truth without denial and correction. The 


correspondence may have been arranged to pro- 


mote the election of Mr. Mills as speaker, for the 
purpose of having the power and influence of that 
position exercised to have one thing done ata 
time, and all things in their proper order’—that 
le the tariff reform first, and only after patient 
deliberation and the exercise of a liberal spirit of 
forbearance and toleration,’’ our differences on

A GEORGIAN’S DISGRACE IN TEXAS. 


His Wife Charges Him in Court with 

’ Many Grave Offenses. 

San Antonio, Tex., November 27.—[Spe- 
cial.]—One of the most stirring sensations 
that has been created in this city for some 
time was made this evening by the filing in 
court of a suit for divorce by Mrs. Emma 
Brookes against her husband, the Hon. W. 
H. Brookes, formerly of Clarksville, Ga., 
but who for several years has been a resident 
of this city. 

o is a prominent prohibition advocate and 
democratic politician, being a prominent 
candidate for attorney general before the last 
state democratic convention. 

The complaint of Mrs. Brookes alleges that 
the defendant, on August 17, 1888, without 
provocation, drew a six-shooter and threatened 
to kill her; that on October 18, 1888, and on 
several occasions thereafter, he endeavored to 
seduce her niece, then Miss Eva Fitzgerald, 
but now Mrs. Artusy, of Houston, and made 
many indecent and outrageous proposals to 
that lady while she resided in their home; 
that by reason of this outrageous conduct she 
has since refused to cohabit with the defendant, 
aud they have occupied separate rooms. 

She further alleges that in June, 1891, he 
made a shameful assault upon her in the 
presence of her family, throwing her against 
the wall, calling her a fool, saying she was 
unfit tocare for her child and cursing and 
abusing her in a shameful manner. 

For these causes she asks for a divorce and 
the custody of their only child, Archie. She 
asks that his property in Jacksonville, Fla., 
may be given to her, and that the community 
property, consisting of a house, lot, furniture, 
cattle, etc., in this city may be equally divided. 


CHARGED WITH DISCRIMINATION. 


The Interstate Commission Questioning the 
Louisville and Nashville. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 27.— [Spe- 
cial.)—The preliminary hearing of the charges 
against the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
of discriminating and granting rebates on coal 
rates, was opened before United States Com- 
missioner Gregory this morning, with Mr. A. 
G. Safford, of Chicago, representing the inter- 
state commission. A large number of wit- 
nesses have been summoned, including Presi- 
dent Thomas and General Freight Agent 
Knox, of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad ; freight agents of the Louisville 
and Nashville, and a number of coal dealers 
and large consumers of coal. 

The charges are that the Louisville and 
Nashville makes the same rate from Earling- 
ton, Ky., to Memphis, a distance of 276 miles, 
that it makes from Earlington to Nashville, 
which is 103 miles; also that it grants rebates 
to some consumers that are not allowed to the 
United Electric railway. Mr. I. N. Dehart 
testified that during several years he 
was on the rebate list, and got coal from one 
and one-half to two and one-half cents cheaper 
than during a short while that his name was 
off the list. 

During the examination of John C. Doyle, a 
special list of 104 individuals, firms and corpo- 
rations in Nashville, to whom rebates on coal 
had been granted, was exhibited. The list is 
dated Louisville, May 29, 1891, and signed by 
John M. Culp, general freight agent. Doyle's 
name was not on the list, although he had 
made application to have it put on. The name 
of Thomas Gaines, who did not use so much 
coal, was on the list. Doyle claimed to ship 
his manufactured goods to various points in 
Tennessee and Kentucky. 

Walker Bush and Byrd Douglas admitted 
that they received rebates. The investigation 
will be continued tomorrow, when Superin- 
tendent Geddes, of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, and President Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, will probably be 
heard. 


THE CASE IS SETTLED. 


Twenty-Nine Thousand 
Changes Hands. 


ANNISTON, Ala., November 27.—[Special.]— 
About a year ago the West Anniston Land 
and Improvement Company, by its attorneys, 
J. J. Willett and Gaylord B. Clark, brought 
suit in the circuit court of Calhoun county 
against the Woodstock Iron Company for the 
forty acresof land upon which the two new 
coke furnaces are located, the West Anniston 
Land and Improvement Company claiming 
that the Woodstock company had seized this 
land and erecied its furnaces and houses with- 
out deed or authority from it. Today a com- 
promise was arrived at between the two com- 

anies, and the whole matter is now settled.

ing old rag of treason.“ He also referred to a 
New York dispatch in TH ConsTITYTION, 
stating that he had no warrecord. In reply 
to it he said that he hada four-years’ record 
that he was not ashamed of, but he did not 
namethe company, regiment or division in 
which he served. Other speakers at that ban- 
quet tried toexcuse Palmer's indecent tirade, 
and expressed regret that the flag incident had 
been mentioned. 
They Should Feel Ashamed. 
Many prominent Grand Army men today 


expressed regret that Palmer had introduced 


the confederate flag question when it was en- 
tirely uncalled for. Palmer prefaced his re- 
marks about the ‘‘d—d stinking rag of trea- 
son’’ by reference to the flag incident at the 
unveiling of the Grady statute. Among other 
things, he said: 


When our boys go down south and partici- 


pate with the men that confronted them on 
the battlefield for four years, to join with 
them in commemorating the gallantry 
of American valor, I don’t think 
it comes with good grace from 
them to flaunt in our face the rebel rag; and 
if they propose to continue it there is but one 
thing left for us to do, and that is to refuse to 
join in such fraternization. There is no class 
of men in this country that feels kinder toward 
the soldiers of the south than does the Grand 
Army of the Republic. What exasperated me 
more than anything else, General Palmer 
said, ‘‘was the assertion made by a North 
Carolina paper ‘that if the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic don't 
want to march under our flag, let 
them stay where they came from.’ THE Ar- 
LANTA CONSTITUTION said that I had ‘no 
record,’ and that I couldn't take it up. I 
have a four-years’ record that I am not 
ashamed of.’’ 

An official of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public said: I don’t wonder that General 
Palmer should be excited at times, because of 
the offensive letters which he has received 
from time to time from anonymous corre- 
spondents in the south, who haye taken 
offense at his recent order in reference to the 
confederate flag being used on public occasions. 
He has even been threatened, but threats are 
idle, and we believe that when he goes south 
on his tour of visits to the Grand Army of the 
Republic posts in that section of the country, 
he will be received with that courtesy for 
which the people of the south are proverbial.“ 


LAUGHED ON THE SCAFFOLD, 


Two Murderers Hanced in Louisiana—They 
Were Cheerful to the End. 

New OnLEANS, La., November 27.—The 
Times-Democrat’s Mansfield, La-, special 
says: Gus Simmonds and Frank Garrett 
were hanged here today by Sheriff Hudson for 
the murder of an unkaown white man near 
Glaaster. 

They ascended the scaffold at 12: 0 o’clock, 
where they confessed their crime and prayers 
were offered for their souls. 

Frank Garrett also confessed that he was an 
escaped convict from Mississippi penitentiary. 
They were calm and seemed resigned to their 
fate. In fact both were laughing and talking 
cheerfully up to the time the caps were placed 
on them. 

MANEY, La., November 27.—George Moxey, 
colored, was taken from jail here last night by 
a mob and hanged tothe nearest tree. On 
Wednesday last Moxey assaulted a thirteen- 
vear-old white girl, as she was returning home 
from school, and outraged her. It was for 
this crime that he was lynched. 


THE CHILD RESTORED,

Kansas City, Mo., November27.—The two 
year-old son of David T. Beals, who was 
stolen from his home yesterday and held for 
ransom, was recovered tonight upon the pay- 
ment by the father of $5,000 to the captors.

A Heavy Failure Announced in New 
Tork. 


EDWARD FIELD'S FIRM GOES UNDER. 


His Mind Is Deranged and He Is 
Unable to Explain. 


GYRUS FIELD IN A DYING CONDITION. 


The Recent Death of His Wife and the 
Failure of His Son Were Too 
Much for Him to Bear. 


New Yorx, November 27.—Edward M. 
Field, Daniel A. Lindley, John Frederick 
Weichers and Herman C. Hilmers, composing 
the firm of Field, Lindley, Weichers & Co., 
bankers at No. 1 Broadway, assigned today to 
Charles W. Gould without preterences. The 
failure was announced on the produce ex- 
change at noon, but the grain markets were 
only slightly affected. The house is an old 
one, but latterly has been somewhat restricted 
in its dealings. The failure is attributed to 
the advance in corn here and at Chicago. 

They had been protecting some large lines 

of corn from the S. V. White deal and had 
been on the short side of the November mar- 
ket, and a few days ago had to cover 500,000 
bushels. Their operations were mainly in 
Chicago, but to some extent here. 
» Otner articles have gone against them, it is 
asid, especially coffee, while they had some 
dealings as well in Wal! street. Just how 
much of the amount the firm finds itself un- 
able to pay is not as yet clear. The head of 
the firm is a son of Cyrus W. Field. 

It was reported that the Union Pacific se- 

curities were sold today on the stock exchange, 
and that the road would get out an injunction 
to prevent their delivery. The rumor has it 
that the firm has been lending money on se- 
curities at 30 and 40 per cent discount, and 
then selling the securities at par value. Fur- 
ther than the fact that several borrowers have 
asked for their securities, and they have not 
been produced, the rumor has not been sub- 
stantlated. Rumors were afloat placing the 
firm’s indebtedness all the way from $100,000 
to $1,500,000, but no correct statement couid 
be secured, though the office of the firm was 
thronged through the entire afternoon by peo- 
ple clamoring for information. 

Edward Field Insane. 

Assignee Gould this afternoon said: The 
assignment was made for this reason. Edward 
M. Field, senior member of the firm, has ap- 
parently gone distracted. His illness resem- 
bles incipient paresis, and is due to overwork 
and the great responsibility resting upon him 
as manager of the finances of the firm. His 
mother died last Monday, and this event 
seemed to bring the climax to his mental 
trouble, which some of his friends had de- 
tected two years ago. A physician told mea 
few days ago that Mr. Field was not rightin 
his mind. Mr. Field having the soie manage- 
ment of the finances of the firm, it at once 
became necessary to get from him their con- 

T wens in company with 
other members of the dein to his residence and 
tried to find out how things stood, We failed, 
however, to obtain from him any light on the 
situation, as his mind would continually stray 
away from the subject. We had undertaken 
a hopeless task. The assignment then became 
imperative in order to protect the firm and its 
customers.“ 

Neither the assignee nor any member of the 
firm so far heard irom could give any state- 
ment of the tirm’s condition. he’ firm was 
successor tothe old house of Fieid, Lindley 
& Co., and was formed when Cyrus W. Field 
retired last April. 

Severai Rumors Afloat. 

There were rumors afloat thata large amount 
of securities had been rehypothecated by the 
firm, one statement asserting that this had 
been done with over six hundred thousand 
dollars of securities pledged by the Union 
Pacific company. Watson Brothers, who te- 
ceived $110,000 in Denver and Gulf bonds, sold 
securities in the open market after the failure 
was announced, which are claimed to have been 
among the securities rehypothecated, and an 
injunction was prepared today which will 
probably be served tomorrow, enjoining the 
delivery of the bonds. The loan is not yet due, 
but Drexel, Morgan & Co. are understood to 
have offered to take up the bonds, but the tirm 
would not turn them over. 

Cyrus Field Very IU.

A PRETTY GOOD REPORT 


Made of Business of the Week by R. G. 
Dun & Co. 

New York, November 27.—Business failures 
oceurring throughout the country during last 
week, as reported to R. G. Dun & Co. number, 
for the United States, 237; Canada, 58; tota!, 295; 
against 2385 last week., The week, broken by a 
holiday,has shown the usual characteristics— weak 
Speculation, active retail trade and moderate 
wholesale business. But the great factors which 
go to make national prosperity are un- 
altered. Money is in ample supply, 
wi h no sign of loss. The industries are fairly 
employed with some improvement. Crops are 
moving with freedom and in wonderful quanti- 
ties, and exports are remarkably heavy. No fail- 
ures occured of a character to cause apprehension, 
and the feeling of confidence at all commercial 
centers is strong. 

Even the approaching session of congress gives 
rise to little apprehension, as itis felt that the 
opposing parties will have to act cautiously in 
view of the coming general election. There are 
signs that the distribution of products to con- 
sumers is improving. 

Southern Trade Healthy. 

Southern cities report better: Savannah alone 
reports present trade light, and money no easier, 
but prospects bright. 

Speculation during the past week has not been 
active, but the corner at Chicago has put up corn 
for immediate delivery six points, and pork is 25 
cents higher. Oats 1½ and wheat % cent per 
bushel, while cotton and sugar are heavy. Re- 
ceipts of cotton exceed those of the same week 
last year by 50,000 bales, and exports by 92,000 
bales, but stocks in this country are 521,000 bales 
larger. Wheat receipts at the west continue 
at the rate of more than eight million bushel- for 
the full week, and exports have been 1,300,000 
bushels of wheat alone trom Atlantic ports for 
three days of the pres nt week. Corn is coming 
forward fairly, and after Novem er a sharp de- 
cline in price is expected. Oil and coffee show no 
considerable change. The volume of speculation 
in most lines is fortunately so restricted that 
legitimate business and the movement of pro- 
ducts are not at present embarrassed. 

The Outlook Improving. 

In the great industries the outlook is improved. 
There is a better demand for tron, and sales of

HE SUES BRADSTREET,

NEW OxLxAxs, November 26.—John G. 
Grant, furniture dealer, who a short time ago 
asked his creditors for a respite, filed a suit 
against Bradstreet’s Commercial Agency, 
claiming $35,000 damages. Petitioner alleges 
that the defendant company on July 14, 1891, 
published the following report concerning the 
plaintiff :

KILLED HIS BROTHER. 


The Savage Act of an Illinoisan Visiting 

MARSHALL, III., November 24.—The body 
of Alfred Welch, of Lodi, Nev., arrived here 
today for interment. This simple statement 
conveys the sequel to an awful tragedy, of 
which no mention has been made in the 
newspapers, probably owing to the secluded 
location of the scene of the crime. Alfred 
Weich, a former resident of Clark county, was 
a wealthy mine owner of Nye county, Nevada. 
He was born and raised in this county, 
but went west about forty years ago. e 
was the first white man to cross Reese river 
Nev. He engaged in mining out there, and 
finally amassed a fortune of about $150,000, 
He was back to this country last year on a 
visit to his brothers and sisters, of whom there 
are a number, and his mother, who resides in 
this city. While he was here two of his 
brothers, Lou and Manuel, had some trouble 
over some cattle, which was settled in the 
courts. Alf took a hand in the settlement, 
thereby incurring the ill will of Manuel, who 
thought he favored Lou. Shortly after 
Alfred's return to Nevada, Manuel went out 
there and was taken into employment by his 
brother. It seems they had some dispute over 
some mining property, for Manuel wrote home 
a few days ago that he intended to 
make Alf square up with him on 
that mine deal. Shortly after the receipt of 
this letter came the news of Alfred’s death, 
and later the full particulars. He had been 
shot to the heart by his brother Manuel on 
Sunday last. Manuel had gone to Lodi to see 
Alfied. They ate breakfast together, and 
then went to Alfred’s office. A few minutes 
later Alfred was seen standing in the door 
faced inward. Then the muffled sound of a 
pistol shot was heard, and he fell out of the 
door flat on his back. He was found to be 
shot through the heart, and his clothing was 
considerably scorched, showing that the pistol, 
which was of small caliber, had been close to 
his body when fired. The fratricide is in jail 
at Austin, having given himself up to the au- 
thorities. 


FIGARO’S EDITOR ARRESTED 


For Raising Funds to Pay the Archbish- 
op’s Fine. 


„ Paris, November 27.— When the archbishop 


of Aix was convicted of insulting M. Failiers, 
minister of justice and public worship, and 
fined 3,000 francs, the newspaper Figaro de- 
cided that it would open a public subseription 
to raise the amount necessary to pay the fine. 
It printed an appeal to the public, and yester- 
day it announced that enough money had been 
subscribed to meet the objectin view. The 
government, however, did not approve this 
action or. the part of the Figaro, holding that it 
was in vio.ation of the press law which forbids 
the opening of subscriptions to pay legal costs. 
Citation. was, therefore, served upon the edi- 
tor, and he will be prosecuted.

Parker had been drinking and 
called Officer Albright a liar, and gas his 
pistol put it at Albrisht's stomach and pulled the 
trigger. The pistol failed to explode, and Albright 
shot three times, only one charge taking effect 
and that in Parker’s stomach, from the effect of 
which Parker died in seven minutes.

BUT NOT AT THE WILSON HOUSE. 


The News from All Parts of-Europe—M, 
DeGiers’s Visit and Its Significance. 
Discussing the German Budget. 


Lonpon, November 27.— [Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press. — The first 
authentic information conveying the result of 
DeGiers’s sojourn in Paris bas reached the 
foreign office through the British embassy at 
Berlin. DeGiers has communicated to Em- 
peror William and Chancellor von Caprivi a 
clear explanation as to the conferences held in 
Paris and the character of the Russo-French 
entente therein achieved. Doubtless the czar 
has instructed his minister to make declara- 
tions with the view to having pot only the 
German government, but other interested 
European governments, learn the nature of 
the compact between Russia and France. Ac- 
cording to a semi-official statement, based on 
DeGiers’s declarations to. Chancellor von 
Caprivi—a statement which will probably be 
published throughout Europe tomorrow— 
the Russian statesman’s recent inter- 

iews . with President Carnot, De 
Freycinet, premier and minister of war, 
and Ribot, minister of foreign affairs, resulted 
in a definite agreement for an exclusively de- 
fensive alliance. ; 

The Agricultural Bill. 

Mr. Chaplin, chairman of the board of ag- 
ricluture, has been charged by the government 
to undertake the framing of their agricultural 
bill for enabling laborers and small farmers in 
Great Britain to acquire holdings—a measure 
approved at the conservative conference in 
Birmingham, which - concluded its delibera- 
tions Wednesday. The cabinet as yet remains 
undecided as to the scope of the measure and 
the proper period for its introduction. The 
official circle apparently do not attach great 
importance to the refusal of the Birmingham 
conference to pass Sir Albert Rollit’s motion 
declaring it in favor of the minister's inten- 
tion to introduce at the next session of parlia- 
ment a bill for an extension of local govern- 
ment in Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone’s Views. 

Gladstone has intimated thatit is not his 
desire to address a mass meeting of the agri- 
cultural conference at the National Liberal 
Club. Delegates, now limited in number to 
300, are com posed of farmers and labore rs, rep- 
resentatives, county commoners and rural can- 
didates for parliament. 

Since Secretary Rusk reported in favor of 
declaring that English live stock be excluded 
from the United States unless restrictions on 
the landing of American cattle at British 

orts be removed, British farming societies 

ave actively discussed the subject. The bal- 
ance of opinion among live stock dealers dis- 
tinctly supports the attitude of Chairman 
Chaplain, of the board of agriculture, on 
the subject. Farmers’ journals are giving 
prominence to the announcement of recent 
outbreaks in New Jersey, with the view to in- 
ferring the argument that before the United 
States government can legally claim admis- 
sion for American cattle, it must satisfy the 
British government that pleuro-pneumonia is 
so extirpated that no cases have occurred in 
twe.ve months in any part of the union. It is 
contended that if Secretary Rusk’s intended 
prohibition is effected, no country will suffer 
so much from the absence of pure-bred British 
live stock as the United States. 

Arrangement Between Steamships. 

The chief continental trans-Atlantic steam 
ship companies—German, Dutch and French— 
with the Red Star company, have signed an 
agreement pooling the trade of conveying 
steerage and between-deck passengers. The 
object of the arrangement is to di- 
minish competition, which, it is stated 
has long been pushed past the point where 
profits could accrue. Statistics compiled for 
the pool show that the North Germany, 
Lloyd and Hamburg-American companies 
conveyed 60 per cent of the 500,000 passengers 
crossing during 1890.

THE MURDER- OF STARLING WILLIAMS, 


Louis Welch, a Companion, Slays Him, 
Aided by His Uncle—A Sen- 
sational Development, 


BourLn, Ga., November 27.—[Special.]}—On 
last Sunday morning Starling Williams, a 
young white boy about eighteen or nineteen 
years old, was found dead in White Water 
creek, about eight miles from this place. Wil- 
liams had been missing since Thursday even- 
ing. The coroner lives some twelve 
miles from town; and as soon as 
the dead man was found a messenger was dis- 
patched to this place for some one to hold an 
inquest. Owing to the bad weather and for 
want of some one to go for thecoroner, a jus- 
tice of the peace from Butler summoned a 
jury and went down and the inquest was held. 

After an examination of several witnesses 
suspicion began to point to a young man 
named Louie Welch, or Louis Welch. 
Welch was an associate of Williams. 
When Williams was last seen, Thursday even- 
inn late, Welch was with him. Welch was 
sent for, and appeared before the acting cor- 
oner and jury. He was very much excited, 
and testified that he was Williams’s friend; 
loved him very much; would do anything be- 
fore he would have hurt Williams; knew noth- 
ing about the murder of his friend, etc. 
Welch testified that he parted with his 
friend near the road leading from the creek to 
Butler, and about a quarter to a half mile from 
where the deceased was found dead, about 
sunset on Thursday evening. He said as he 
(Welch) was crossing the bridge, going back 
from where he left his friend, he was ap- 
proached by an unknown party, and after talk- 
ing with him a minute he (the stranger) threw 
him (Welch) over the bridge banisters into the 
creek. He waited under the bridge tilla buggy 
came along and the stranger ran, and then 
ran after the buggy and got in, and went home 
and changed his clothes, and then went with 
the gentleman in the buggy back across the 
— got out ol the buggy and ran into Mr. 
Turner’s house, with the pistols in hand, 
very much execited. On being asked the 
cause of his excitement, he said some one had 
thrown him in the creek, etc. 

Welch and Williams, as appeared from 
were seen together late 
Tuesday evening. Williams was peel- 
ing sugar cane and the party saw 
them and knew Williams’s knife. 
While Williams was missing. Welch 
was seen with Williams's knife and pistol. 
The jury found that Williams came to his 
death by foul means, etc., and Welch was his 
murderer, and Weich was ordered by the act- 
ing coroner, Colonel George J. Willis, to jail 
without bail. He has been in fail 
ever since. He's very much excited aud 
is telling all sorts of stories. After being put 
in jail, he confessed and implicated John 
Freeman, William Harman and Henry Har- 
man, all ite men. 

The three were arrested. Then he said the 

three had nothing to dowith it. But he 
(Welch) and his uncle, B. F. Oliver, did the 
killing. Oliver was arrested and is now in 
jail. 
' The preliminary trial for {Freeman and the 
two Harmans was set to be heard before Jus- 
tice Willis this morning at 10 o’clock. At 
that hour, Colonel Edwards, representing 
the state, dismissed the warrants against Free- 
man and the Harmans. 

The defendants are represented by Messrs. 
Colbert, Wallace, West and Steed, all loca! 
attorneys. : 

After consultation with counsel Justice 
Willis announced that the case of the state vs. 
Benjamin F. Oliver, charged with murder, 
would be heard on next Monday at 10 o’clock 
a. m. The boy (Welch) is being intimidated 
and Judge Willis instructed the jailer 
this morning not to allow any one 
inside the jailyard except counsel and the 
boy’s father without express permission. 

There has never been such excitement here. 
The case will be thoroughly investigated. More 
developments are expected.

AN UNMARRIED SISTER-IN-LAW 


Claimed to Have Been at the Bottom of the 
Trouble Between the Two Men. 
Progress of the Trial. 


GREENSBORO, Ga., November 27.—[Special.] 
The evidence in the Gilpin murder case was 
concluded yesterday afternoon and argument 
begun. The strongest testimony for the de- 
fense was by the mother-in-law of both men, 


Mrs. Mary Andrews. 
A Mother’s Testimony. 

She stated that she rented part of the house 
and farm from Kilgore. One Friday Kilgore 
said to her that Gilpin must not come to his 
house or he would blow the top of his head off. 
After this Gilpin and his wife came over there 
and I met them and told John that Charley 
was drinking and mad, and for him to keep 
his eyes open. Kilgore was sitting in 
the house when Gilpin went in. John sat 
down at the window and Charley handed him 
a note and asked him to read it. John took it 
and Charley went in the other room and John 
followed him and Charley held the note for 
John to read. Charley read a word or two 
and stamped John’s foot, at the same time 
reaching for his gun; but the gun had been 
moved by Gilpin's wife a few minutes before. 
As he reached for the gun, John slapped him 
and Charley fell, John catching him by the 
collar and scratching his face. We asked 
John to let Charley up, but John said: Don't 
you see he is trying to get his gun?“ We told 
him the gun was not there, and John let him 
up. After Gilpin went off Kilgore fussed 
about his gun not being there and said he 
would ‘‘get Gilpin yet.“ 

On the Sunday following she was sent for by 
Mrs. Gilpin to come to Joe Brown’s. When 


go. He took his gun and went off, and after 
I got back be returned, saying he had been 
down to the swamp to get some game, but it 
was Tom and not John. On the Friday even- 
ing before the killing Kilgore washed and put 
on his clean clothes, took his gun and went 
off, he said to go squirrel hunting. This was 
about 5 o’clock, and he returned about 12 
o’clock. I told Gilpin the next morning about 
it. Kilgore had put his saddle in the swamp 
near the pasture. It was there the evening he 
went over in the woods squirrel! hunting. 

On cross examination she said she was at 
John Gilpih’s house last Saturday before the 
killing. Shecame from Atlanta about the 
18th of January, Her two daughters, Mollie 
and Rosa, and Mollie’s child and George, her 
son, lived with her. I never heard of any 
trouble between the two men until Friday be- 
fore the fuss in April. She did not know what 
was in the note that Kilgore had. Heard 
Charley read one word, John.“ On re-direct 
she had heard Kilgore say that Gilpin should 
not travel the Greensboro road nor should he 
go to the church at a schoolhouse in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Gilpin’s Statement. 

On one occasion I went over to Kilgore’s to 
kill some hogs. He was drinking and cursing 
and trying toinsult me. I left and he fol- 
lowed me still cursing me, and FWas forced to 
knock him down, and I went on toward my 
home. I saw Kilgore a few minutes after, 
running from his house, bareheaded, with a 
gun in his hand. I kept out ot his way and 
he went to my house with his gun and told 
my wife he was going to kill me. My wife 
entreated him for the sake of our families, 
not to do any harin. 

But before this Kilgore made some slightiug 


told my wife and she told her sister, who got 
mad about the remarks and went on to Kil- 
gore about it, I reckon. 

He then recited the various threats made by 
Kilgore, and which had been told him; of how 
he had endeavored to be friendly with Kil- 
gore, and how Kilgore repelled all his friendly 
advances and continued to make threats. 

Gilpin delivered his statement in a clear, 
even voice, without hesitation, looking steadily 
at the jury, at times speaking with strong 
feeling. 

In rebuttal of the theory of the defense the 
state introduced Mrs. Thomas Kilgore, wife of 
the murdered man. She testified that on the 
Friday before the difficulty in April, Kilgore 
had worked hard all day in the field. On the 
next day, the day of the trouble, he had been 
to Greensboro and returned about 2 o’clock.

Niles is only twenty-two years old, and Berrien 
was but eighteen. Webster Maxwell, Jim 
Simmons, A. Berrien, W. Lucus, Cyrus Jack- 
son, and Jim Williams anda large number of 
others were engaged in a fierce scuffle at the 
time that Niles felled Berrien with a stick. 
When the latter fell to the floor, there was a 
general dispersal. Magistrate Davidson was 
informed last night of the murder. He at 
once sent officers to make arrests. The per- 
sons whose names were montioned as engaging 
in the scuffle were arrested without trouble 
and committed to jail, but the principal parties 
were not apprehended until this morning, at 
11 o’clock. Hills and Butler were located in 
the identical house where the murder was 
committed.

The second order reads: 

Whenever there is, by reason of accident or 
otherwise, a break or obstruction on any railroad 
in this state, which will delay any passenger 
train on said road, it shall be the duty of said rail- 
road to have tho same bulletined at all stations at 
and between said passenger train and the place so 
ovstructed, and the conductor shall give notice of 
said obstruction to all the passengers in the cars, 
before leaving the station, and the delay that will 
probably be caused by the same. 

The Convict Law. 


Mention was made several days agoin THE 
CoNsTITUTION of the new state law prohibit- 
ing the working together of white and colored 
convicts in the convict camps of the state. 
Orders were sent out by Principal Keeper of 
the Penitentiary Jones to observe this law, 
the violation of which is a misdemeanor. 

Mr. Jones wrote to Captain Connor, who is 
in charge of the camps at Cole City, informing 
him of the fact that orders had been sent to 
the several lessees of convicts, and to the 
several superintendents to observe this order 
in the future. 

This will require some extensive changes at 
some of the camps and in the buildings, but 
Mr. Jones asks that it be done promptly. 


THE OLD MAN MURDERED, 


A Tragedy in One Room, While a Dance 
Was in Progress in the Next. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 27.—[{Spe- 
cial.|—The death of an old man named David 
Hector, at Gate City, a Birmingham suburb, 
today, has developed one of the most brutal 
tragedies in the recent history of the place.

The transitof Venus occurred last on De- 
cember 6, 1882.

1 The observations had a hearing on the ques- 
on as to whether Venus has an atmosphere. 
During the transit of Venus on former occa- 
sions, when the sun's disc was hidden, astron- 
omeérs have observed a light shining ground 
the planet. This light, they think, must have 
u made visibie by the refraction of an at- 
mosphere. Another purpose of the observa- 
tions was to get additional data for calculating 
the distance of the earth from the san. Ob 
servations taken from opposite sides of the 
earth at the same instant show the projection 
of the horn of Venus upon different parts of 
the sun when the disc 18 partly covered. This 
foriws a double parallax, one upon the earth 
and the other upon the sun, and by use of a 
formula in geometry the distance may be cal- 
culated. This is why observations are taken 
from different parts of the earth. 
The Georgia Flag. 

A Jackson street reader asks the origin of the 
Georgia flag, which is always flying on the capitol 
during the session of the legislature, and has sev- 
eral times been taken for a confederate flag. 

The legislature in 1879 remodeled the law 
prescribing the organization of volunteer 
troops in this state.

He replied that at the 
moment he could not recall any prior origin of 
the flag. Therefore we conclude that it dates 
from October 17, 1879, when the act was ap- 
proved.

Sirius. From calcu‘ations based on its par- 
r its brightness, Sirius is estimated 
to 2.700 times as large as the sun. 
This, however, is only an esti- 
mate. The stur is so far away that 
observations with the nicest instruments are 
almost futile in ascertaining an angle from 
which the distance may be calculated. The 
diameter of the earth's orbit is about 180,000,000 
of miles, and yet, with observations taken six 


months apart at the two ends of this enormous 


base line, Sirius is so far away that the two 
lines of vision hardly make a perceptible 
angle. The estimate for Sirius is about one- 
seventh of a second.

the business of logic to place a man where 
he doesn't belong. 

We may be permitted to say that Mr. Mills 
has resorted to a very lame method of meet- 
ing a perfectly fair and reasonable state- 
ment. The only way that he could meet it 
would be to say that he is not a free trader, 
and that he has never declared himself in 
favor of free trade. This it was impossible 
for him to do, for he not only declared in 
favor of free trade in his speeches in the 
west last year, but he repeated this declara- 
tion in Ohio a few weeks ago, notably in a 
speech delivered in Cincinnati and reported 
in The Enquirer. As to whether he is right 
or wrong, that is a question for the political 
economists to discuss at their leisure. We 
are now stating a fact, namely—that Mr. 
Mills is an outspoken free trader. This fact 
being well known to the whole country, it 
follows that if the democrats of the house 
elect a free trader to the speakership they 
thereby endorse his free trade views and 
commit the party to the free trade theory. 
Even here the only question is one of pol- 
icy. Can the democrats afford to go before 
the country on this issue? Is there any rea- 
son to believe or hope that it will be en- 
dorsed by the voters who hold the balance 
of power? 

It will beobserved that Mr. Mills is care- 
ful not to deny that be is a free trader, or 
that he has given public utterance to his con- 
victions. It is perfectly fair to him, there- 
fore, to say that he is e trader, and the 
conclusion is izresistible that his election to 
the speakership will be an official democratic 
endorsement of his free trade views. He 
practically admits all this, but says that if 
the democrats nominate Judge Crisp they 
will declare themselves in favor of protec- 
tion.“ And yet he goes on to say that he 
has never believed that Judge Crisp was a 
protectionist, and has never said so. As 
wise as the wasp, Mr. Mills knew that to 
pull out the sting would not extract the poi- 
son. He is either guilty of slandering 
Judge Crisp by innuendo, or he recognizes 
no middle ground between protection and 
free trade. Will the democratic party help 
itself before the country by placing such an 
extremist in the speaker’s chair? 

If Judge Crisp had ever declared in favor 
of protection, or had ever leaned in that di- 
rection, there would be a flavor of justice in 
Mr. Mills’s insinuation. Even if Judge 
Crisp had been what is known as a Randall 
democrat, however contemptible the insinu- 
ation might be, it would still be logical. 
But the fact of the business is that Judge 
Crisp bas been an ardent tariff reformer 
from the first. Thereis not a shadow of 
an inconsistency on his record. He was an 
sarnest supporter of Mr. Carlisle for speaker 
in opposition to Mr. Randall, and Mr. Car- 
lisle has descended from his high place as 
senator to take sides against one of his ar- 
dent supporters in favor of another. 

It is altogether a lovely campaign that 
Mr. Mills is making. After his insinuations 
wainst Judge Crisp is it any wonder that the 
Washington correspondent of The St. Louis 
Republic, who is personally heeling for the 
Texan, should characterize the Georgian as 
a Ben Butlerite’’? The correspondent 
says that Mills will continue in the lead, 
unless the envy, treachery and ambition of 
the tariff reform democrats make a Ben 
Butlerite speaker of the next house.“ This 
isonly a sample of the campaign which 
Mills and his friends are making. Gorman, 
the man who saved the south from the force 
bill, is denounced as a traitor to his party 
and as a republican in disguise because he 
favors Judge Crisp. Every leading demo- 
crat who opposes Mills is denounced as a 
Ben Butlerite. The New York Times, 
which organized the electoral steal in 1876, is 
howling against Crisp, and the mugwump 
free traders are howling against him. A 
tremendous effort is on foot to compel the 
democrats of the house to endorse free trade 
and make it an issue, and to suppress the 
silver questior. 

It isa very simple matter, after all. Do 
the democrats want to win in 1892, or will 
they be satisfied with Mills as speaker? 
That is all there is in it.

A Lessow from Chile. 

Only a few weeks ago Chile was rent 
asunder by a bloody civil war. The re- 
establishment of law and order is not yet 
complete. The revolution cost at least 
fifty million dollars, and fastened a heavy 
debt upon the people. 

Under such depressing conditions, when 
the most rigid economy is absolutely neces- 
sary, outsiders are surprised to learn that 
one of the first acts of the Chilean congress 
was to vote an appropriation of $200,000 to 
provide for an exhibit at the Chicago world’s 
fair. 

Anything more progressive and enterprising 
than this unexpected step would be difficult 
to imagine, It puts the world upon notice 
that Chile does not propose to waste any 
time in vain regrets, and that she has no 
idea of assuming the role of a pauper. Fully 
aware of her magnificent resources, she pro- 
poses to make the most of them without 
delay, and her statesmen have no timid scru- 
ples about incurring a new debt when it 
promises to aid them in paying off old debts. 

We have very little liking for this hot- 


blooded and cruel nation, but it must be ad- | 
mitted that progressive Chile is an object- | 


lesson well worth studying. At a time when 
certain southern states are haggling over the 
cost of an exhibit at Chicago, this bleeding 
and almost bankrupt South American re- 
public forges to the front and decides to 
make the best showing before the world that 
is possible under the circumstances, It is 
true that some of our states are hampered 
by constitutional provisions, but there 
should be enterprise enough among our 


cities, corporations and capitalists to provide | 
the funds for splendid exhibits from this | 


region. : 

If Chile can fafford to figure in holiday 
attire at the world’s fair there is nota state 
in the union too poor to makea creditable 
exhibit. Money is well spent when progress 
is the result, for with progress comes pros- 
perity. 


The Law Here and There. 

In Philadelphia recently a man was tried 
for killing the seducer of his wife or daugh- 
ter. The evidence madea plain case, and 
the judge charged the jury that the law 
must be vindicated by a verdict of guilty, 
The jury returned a verdict according to in- 
structions, whereupon the judge discharged 
the prisoner, saying that he had exercised a 
right that no law could take from him. 

From time to time we hear of jugt such 
cases in England and in the northern states. 
Down this way our line of conduct is very 
different. As a rule, the unwritten shotgun 
law is recognized by our juries, and a man is 
acquitted when he slays the despoiler of his 
home. Sometimes, however, a jury is so 
impressed by the strict letter of the law that 
a verdict of guilty is returned. When this 
occurs the convicted man has a hard road to 
travel. The judge does not suspend sen- 
tence or discharge him. His only hope is a 
new trial or a pardoh after he has served a 
part of his term. b 

One naturally wonders why there is such 
a difference between northern and southern“ 
judges in the exercise of their discretionary 
powers. Inthis section judges follow the 
law very closely, and pay great respect to 
the verdicts of juries in criminal cases, In 
the north judges are reaching out for addi- 
tional power. They are autocratic, and are 
inclined to be a law untothemselves. Just 
why this difference exists is hard to explain, 
but undoubtedly it does exist. 


The Return of the Grip. 


Js may be, however, that 
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town of Shimoda, which had been opened as a for- 
eign port, was destroyed, and a Russian | 
lying in the hafbor was so severely damaged that 
she had to be abandoned.

The visitations at Lisbon and at Charles- 
ton bave been described so often that they 
are familiar to every reader. Of course 
there are many theories about these convul- 
sions. Some scientists hold that the cool- 
ing of the earth’s crust moves and crushes 
rock masses by tangential pressure. The 
strata gives way and the sinking of the rock 
prodnces violent effects, while the resulting 
tremor is communicated in vibrations to the 
country for hundreds of miles. While the 

particles affected may move only a few 
inches, the undulation may travel a great 
distance, and sometimes very rapidly. 

Shortly after the Japanese earthquake in 

October, several shocks were distinctly felt 
in various localities in the United States, 
bat their connection with the trouble in 
Japan is only a matter of conjecture, In 
fact, all our scientific literature on this sub- 
ject is very indefinite and unsatisfactory. 
Earthquakes were comparatively frequent 
in the early history of this country. Then 
we had immunity for a generation or 80 
until the New Madrid upheaval, and it was 
many years after that before Charleston’s ca- 
lamity. These facts have led some to the 
conclusion that this continent is liable at 
any time to be visited by frequent destructive 
earthquakes, and repeat the experience of 
Japan and Central and South America, All 
this, however, is purely speculative. We 
may not have another shock in several cen- 
turies, and, on the other hand, we may get a 
shaking up in the next twenty-four hours. 
But predictions are not in order. Nobody 
knows anything about it. | 


Turning Towards Nirvana. 


Under this head, an article by E. A. Ross 
appears in the November Arena. It gives a 
gloomy view of Europe, despondent and hope- 
less under the crushing load of heavy debt and 
colossol armaments. 

In a paper picked up in a Venetian cafe, I 
read these lines, says Mr. Ross: 

“Throughout Europe we now hear of noth- 
ing but smokeless powder and small-bore rifles, 
heavy ironclads and swift cruisers, torpedo 
boats and dynamite guns. Europe seems has- 
tening on tothat time foretold by General 
Grant, when, worn-out by fatal and ruinous 
policy, she will bow to the supremacy of peace- 
loving America, and learn anew from her the 
lesson of true civilization.“ ! 

Rather, will not the crushing weight of these 
immense armaments force the hostile. or 
threatening nations into something like the 
United States of Europe, where, with guaran- 
teed peace among themselves, they may turn 
their munitions of warinto the materials of 
industry. 

This desperate pessimism, Mr. Ross thinks, 
is driving Europe toward Nirvana, the gospel 
of rest in annihilation. To take this view, it 
is neceseary for him to assume, as he likely 
does, that all Europe is breaking away from 
the landmarks of Christian faith, and that 
having lost all hope of a hereafter, it faintly 
looks for the relief of extinction. 

The logical resuit of this kind of doctrine is 
suicide. It is not an agreeable thing to con- 
template such unhealthy growths of the times. 
They are awful evidences of a people driven 
mad by suffering.

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Political Economy and the People. 

The earnestness with which the masses ar 
reaching after enlightenment on economic 
subjects is one of the signs of the times which 
has attracted attention everywhere. There 
must befan underlying cause for a great awak- 
ening like this. There is such a cause, and it 
is of a nature to guarantee that this thirst for 
knowledge among the working classes will not 
be satisfied until they see clearly the bearing 
of the industrial situation. 

Professor W. E. Burchiil, in a recent article 
in Education, says: 

There is no branch of education, beyond the 
most primary, so necessary and suitable for 
universal sfudy as political economy. It is 
necessaay, because it is ruinous to the interests 
of society to leaveit to the investigation of 
specialists. It treats of matteas which affect 
selfish interests, and its slow progress in the 

ast is}mainly due to the fact that, where it® 

ases are true and its investigations are accu- 
rate and searching, it discovers wrongs that 
need redress, and unjust institutions which for 
generations were considered just, and which 
antiquity has almost made sacred; prejudices 
are aroused, and the economists, often startled 
at their own conclusions, seek less radical so- 
lutions. Investigations in astronomy seldom 
arouse prejudices, at least notin ourday. Dis- 
coveries in electricity or optics are not antago- 
nistic to selfish interests. Advances in math- 
ematical knowledge do not lessen the unjust 
gains of a great and powerful class. That 
science which often traces want and misery, 
enforced idleness, aud brutaliging conditiods to

The Japanese Earthquake, 

The recent earthquake in Japan will pos- 
sibly take its place in history as the most 
destructive seismic disturbance of modern 
times. 

Between five and seven thousand people 
were killed, 43,000 houses were destroyed, 
200,000 people were left homeless, vast tracts 
of territory were torn up, and a river bed 
was raised six feet. Sixty-three hundred 
shocks were feit in eight days, and at one 
time the whole island threatened to go to 
pieces. The Chicago Tribune says of former 
notable earthquakes: 

Destructive earthquakes have often occurred, 
and slight shocks are of frequent occurrence. The 
most ancient on record was that of 286 B. C., when 
the great mountain, Fuyi-san, is said to have been 
thrown up more than twelve thousand feet above 
the sea level. The earliest one vouched for as au- 


thentic bappened in 416 A. D., when the 
palace at Kioto was shaken to russ. In 6599 


another destroyed all the buildings in the 


province of Yamato, and in 679 many chasms were 
opened by a terrible shock, the largest being four 
miles long and twenty feet wide. Another in 829 
caused the drying up of the Akita river, in addi- 
tion to numerous other disasters. In 1702a large

to the latter without a knowledge of the for- 
mer.“

‘Standing the ruling of the ordinary of Rich- 
mond county. 

A few days ago they went to Augusta, and 
early yesterday morning Mrs. Brantly drove 
to the school where Julia was. The meeting 
between the aunt and Julia was a 
happy one. Julia got into the carriage, and the 
driver, with Mr. and Mrs. Brantly, hurried to 

eeless, a station five miles out of town. 
There they boarded the Georgia train and 
started for Atlanta. 

The Augusta guardians ascertained what 
had transpired almost before the Atlanta peo- 
vie were out of the city. They branded it as 
kidnaping, and, appealing to the officers and 
the telegraph wire, used every effort to cap- 
ture the kidnapers, and to recover Julia. 

But Mr. and Mrs. Brantly and Julia 
reached Atlanta before the arrest was made. 

Four times along tlie road officers entered 
the coach where the two were, and attempted 
to make the arrest, but the child and Mrs. 
Brantley’s story caught the sympathy of every 
one, and drummers and passengers thwarted 
the officers. At Union Point, the officers were 
determined, when Mr. Brantly stepped out 
saying: : 

“I took the child. It was not my wife. 
Arrest me!“ 

„I' do it,“ said the officer, come on.” } 

Where's your warrant ?”’ asked Mr. Brantly. 

“I have none,“ was the answer. 

Then you can’t get me.“ 

The drummers pushed the officer out and 
the train came on. 

So it was at each point. 

Sheriff Morrow was telegraphed and Deputy 
Barnes went down to Decatur. There he re- 
ceived a message not to arrest the lady, but to 
arrest Brantly, and take charge of the child. 

The Augusta guardians telegraphed Judge 
Pendleton to secure a writ of habeas corpus for 
the child and to secure the arrest of Mr. 
Brantley on a warrant then in Richmond 
county, charging kidnaping. Judge Pendle- 
ton went before Judge Westmoreland 
and secured the writ. It was 
placed in the hands of Deputy Blount. 

When the train on which the party was, 
reached Atlanta, Mr. Blount, with his writ, 
and Mr. Burton Smith, Mr. Brantly’s attor- 
ney, who had been telegraphed, were there 
awaiting the arrival. 

The party went direct to Mr. Smith’s office, 
where Mr. Brantly gave bond for his appear- 
ance before Judge Westmoreland Monday 
morning. 

From the office of Mr. Smith, the party pro- 
ceeded to Judge Calhoun’s. There the case 
was laid before him and the question of guar- 
diauship decided in favor of Mrs. Brantly, as 
it had been done a week ago. 

Immediately thereafter they drove to the 
home of Mr. Bob Brantly, 103 Wheat street, 
where the child now is. 

The parties figuring so prominently in the 
story were seen by a CONSTITUTION reporter 
last evening. 

She seemed to feel as though she was at her 
old home last night, and when asked whom 
she would rather be with, said, leaning her 
head lovingly upon the arm of her aunt: 

J like to stay here.“ 

Mrs. Phinizy has no claim at all upon the 
child,“ said Mr. Bob Brantly. “She was 
three weeks old when her mother died, and 
before she passed away her babe was entrusted 
to the care of my wife’s mother. 

“The little one became attached to 
her, and was like her own little 
daughter. Four years ago the lady died, and 
then the child was taken care of by Mrs. 
Brantly, who had previously assisted in rais- 
ing and caring for her.“ 

What claim has Mrs: Phinizy upon the 
child?“ was asked. 

“None at all. That of relationship is what 
I suppose she relied upon in seeking guardian- 
ship papers.“ 

The child stood listening carefully to what 
was being said, and one almost forgot to listen 
to the story in watching her intent and 
thoughtful face. 

„We will have two cases to meet on Mon- 
day morning—one at 9 o’clock before Judge 
Calhoun on the writ of habeas corpus, the 
other at 10 o’clock before Judge Westmore- 
land on a charge sworn out by the Augusta 
people.“ 

„We'll come around all right,“ said Mrs. 
Brantly, showing to some extent traces ok 
what she had passed througli during the day. 
„We aro entitled to the possession of the 
child, and I think that will be clearly shown.”’ 


THE KIDNAPING. 


How Julia Stovall Was Brought from Au- 
gusta by Her Aunt. 

Avousta, Ga., November 27.—[Special.]— 

Augusta is all stirred up today over the kid- 


naping of a little girl. 

She is Julia Stovall, twelve years old, and 
the kidnapers are her aunt, Mrs. Nita Braut- 
ly, of Atlanta, anda gentleman supposed to 
be Mr. Stovall, the child’s uncle. 

The contest over the custody of this child is 
well known. She is the daughter of John L. 
Stovall, the former treasurer of the Georgia 
Chemical Works, who absconded about six 
years ago, with something like $100,000 of that 
company’s funds. 

Previous to that time Mrs. Stovall, who was 
a Miss Coles, of Columbia, South Carglina, 


died.

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taken by his mother. ter i

Mrs. Leonard Phinizy sent her back to stop 
little Julia. But it was too late; the carriage 
was gone and little Julia was in it. 

Mr. Stewart Phinizy was at once notified. 
He secured the legal services of Mr. W. K. 
Miller and they swore out a warrant for Mrs. 
Brantly, charging her with kidnaping. 

Immediately allthe detectives aud police 
officers in the city were turned loose on the 
trail, but they could get no clue. 

A man was sent to the railway depot, but 
the kidnapers did not get on the train, and as 
he expected, Mrs. 
gentleman who accompanied her, and 
little Julia Stovall boarded it at 
W heeless, a station five miles aboye here. 

Officers at Grovetown were telegraphed to 
arrest Mrs, Brantly and the child on the train 
and hold them. 

Later areply came from the officers that 
they had boarded the train and made the at- 
tempt, but all the passengers went to Mrs. 
Brantly’s rescue, and it was found impossible 
to make the arrest without bloodshed. 

The ofticers were 1 off the train, and 
the car doors locked. 

The conductor was powerless, and they went 
on to Atlanta. 

Common rumor in Augusta tonight is that 
John Stovall, the child's father, is at the bot- 
tom of the, affair. 

It has been supposed all along that he was 
either in Canada or England, but the story is 
out tonight that he was seen in Birmingham 
last week and perhaps is in Alabama now. 

There are those who think he might even 
be in Atlanta tonight awaiting the arrival of 
his child. 


here now against Mr. Stovall 
for embezzlement, and it is thought by 
some that steps will be taken 
to capture him now. 

However, this is merely speculative rumor. 

As it is now little Julia Stovall is gone, and 
Mr. Stewart Phinizy is making every possible 
legal effort to capture the kidnapers and 
have the child returned. 

Of course, Mrs. Brantly will stop either in 
Atlanta or Bolton, Ala., where her husband 
is in business, and at one or the other of the 
places the matter will come up in the courts 
and perhaps be finally decided. 

The case might be heard bothin the crimi- 
nal and civil courts. It is already one of the 
most interesting and sensational cases the 
courts of Georgia ever had to deal with. 


IS DAVIS GUILTY? 


The Chain of Evidence Against Him Grow- 
ing Uncomfortafily Tight. 

Felix Davis, the negro whois cuarged with 
the murder of Bob Ivy, the negro whose body 
was found on the Western and Atlantic track 
Saturday night, is stillin the city prison. 

The detectives are collecting evidencein the 
case and think that they already have enough 
testimony to make a strong ca against him. 
The evidence so faris purely circumstantial, 
but is very damaging in its nature. 

There are three or four witnesses who wil] 
swear that on the night of Ivy’s death Davis 
was heard to threaten his Tife. One witness 
says he heard Davis say that it would do him 
good to puta bullet through Ivy’s body just 
to see him fall. Several witnesses will swear 
as to the difficulty between the two men o 
the evening of Ivy’s death. 

Davis says he is innocent of the charge. He 
admits having had a difficulty with Ivy in 
Will Faith’s Decatur street saloon, about his 
wife, and that he started out the door to fight 
Ivy, when they were stopped by a policeman. 
Davis was arrested and given a 
copy of the charges against him 
with instruction to appear in 
the next session of the recorder’s court. Ivy 
was subpenaed to appear against him, and 
this subpena was found in his pocket when 
his body was taken from the railroad track. 

Davis states that when the policeman left 
them they went back into the saloon and were 
together for some time, and that when the 
boys began to laugh and guy them about the 
policeman breaking up the fight, Ivy said: 

„ did not intend to hit him, and was not 
mad. I only wanted to get him mad and in- 
tended to laugh it off when we got out of 
doors.“ 

After this, however, Ivy admits that 
they both got to drinking, and 
had some more hot words, but he left, 
leaving Ivy in the bar. He says he went up 
to the corner of Broad and Alabama streets and 
took a West End car, and went out to West 
End and stayed all night. Heclaims that he 
never saw Ivy again, but a man, who was 
present at the difficulty, told him when he re- 
turned next morning that Ivy had been killed. 
He says he never thought of being suspected of 
having any connection withthe man’s death. 
and when the saloon keeper at Faith's told 
him next day that the detectives had been 
looking for him, he had no idea what they 
wanted with him. 

The particular question that Davis cannot 
answer to the satisfaction of the authorities is 
just where he spent the night in West End. 
He may be innocent, but he will have consid- 
erable trouble in proving an alibi unless he 
can introduce testimony that the detectives 
have failed to secure. 

These facts and the suspicious circumstances 
surrounding Ivy’s death make a strong chain 
of evidence. It is believed that Ivy’s body 
was placed on the railroad track after he had 
been killed, and near where it was found 
there were evidences of a violent struggle of 
some kind.

TO CONFEDERATE VETERANS, 


An Attempt to Care for the Needy Veter- 
ans North and Collect Data of the Dead. 


General J. B. Gordon, general commanding 
at the headquarters of United Confederate 
Veterans, has issued an interesting paper to 
the association. 

It states that the general commanding deems 
it necessary, in order to properly and faithfully 
carry out the ‘‘benevolent and historical’’ ob- 
jects of the association, to form two divisions 
in the northern states—one east and one west 
of the Alleghanies—over each of which shal) 
be appointed a major general. 

This officer shall be appointed by the general 
commanding upon the recommendation of the 
Confederate Veterans’ camps, in Chicago, III., 
and in New York city, to be made not later 
than December 15, 1891. 

It will be the duty of these major generals, 
when appointed, to organize camps and to 
take steps to care for and assist the disabled, 
indigent, helpless and distressed ex-confeder- 
ate soldiers and sailors, in their respective 
divisiohs, and to protect their widows and 
orphans. 

hese officers will also have charge of the 
confederate dead buried at Gettysburg, Fort 
Warren, Camps Morton, Chase, Doug as, Oak- 
wood, the cemetery at Chicago, Johnson's 
Isiand, Cairo and all other points. They shall 
care for these and have the graves of the 
known and unknown dead annually decorated, 
and preserve and protect the headstones. 

The names and commands of all the con- 
federate dead buried in the north shal) also be 
compiled under the direction of the manage- 
ment and these lists the association will have 
published through the medium of its camps, 
all over the south. In this way relatives and 
friends will be furnished correct information of 
the last resting places of the southern heroes 
buried far from hoine. 

In this way also, their names will be rescued 
from oblivion and handed down in history.

There was an interesting meeting of the 
stockholders of the Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany, at the exposition office, last night. 

There was a quorum of shareholders present, 
298 of the 1,000 shares of stocks being repre- 


sented. . 

Captain Henry Jackson presided. 

The meeting was called for the purpose of 
devising some plan to raise funds sufficient to 
take up all the outstanding indebtedness of 


the company. 

Discussion was indulged in freely and sev- 
eral plans were suggested. 

The basis for all suggestions was that the 
exposition company had an outstanding in- 
debtedness amouting to about fifty-two 
thousand dollars. This has accumulated during 
the last two expositions, and does not repre- 
sent actual loss, but money spent in the per- 
manent improvement of the lands and build- 
ings owned by the company.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 27.—The stock market 
was rather more animated than was generally expected 
today, coming between a whole and a half holiday. 
While the gene:a@ tendency of prices was downward, 
it took considerable pressure by the professional ele- 
ment, in the absence of any buying of note, to accom- 
plish the insignificant declines made, while the old 
tricks of the circulation of false rumors were employed 
to some extent. The opening of the market was firm, 
with considerable buying of a few leading stocks for 
both London and the west, but the bears soon attacked 
Chicago Gas and sold itdown 2 per cent, Whenever 
this pressure was relieved for an instant, however, the 
inherent strength of the stock became apparent imme- 
diately, and less sharp rallies were effected at times, 
though the final result of the day’s trading in it was a 
material loss. There were rumors afloat also of some 
large house in trouble, and these gave considerable 
weight to the selling; but as soon as it became Known 
that the firm was Field, Lindley & Co. it was discov- 
ered that they were short of stock, and the market 
became stronger immediately. In the forenoon there 
was some impression made upon New York Central, 
which, after selling up to 115, retired to 11305, but 
finally closed oniy small fractions lower than on 
Wednesday. The rest of the list generally yielded 
fractionally to the pressure, New England was a 
marked exception. Its strength was as mysterious as 
all the moves in that stock, but, joined by Distillers, it 
helped to rally the list materially in the afternoon. 
The announcement of the assignment of Field, Lind- 
ley & Co. was followed bya marked change in the 
temper of the market, anda few of the more stubborn 
stocks regained all of the forenoon’s los. Outside-of 
the usually active list ,however, there was no feature 
to the trading, and toward the close the attack was re- 
sumed by the bears, with tne 8 ol affecting the 
market tomorrow morning. Advices from London, 
however, show a decided improvement in the situation 
there,and that the outside public is beginning to 
make quite liberal purchases of American stocks and 
other securities. The impression made by the late 
raid was slight, and the market closed within small 
fractions of last night’s figures, though it was dull 
and heavy at the time. The net loss in Chicago Gas 
reached 1½ percent. Distillers rose 2 percent, and 
New England 1 percent. Sales of listed stocks, 214,- 
000 shares; unlisted, 5,000.

Cahn & Co.’s Stock Letter. 
By Private Wire to Youngblood & Haas. 


NEW YORK, November 27.—At the opening London 
was a moderate buyer of stocks and the speculation 
was practically dormant. At about 11 o’clock it was 
noised about that a New York house that was thought 
largeiy short of November corn in Chicago would go 
under today and when at 120’clock the announcement 
was made by the chairman that Field, Lindley & Co. 
had failed it created but little surprise. This house 
has been talked about since September and was known 
to have lost a great deal of money bearing both corn 
and stock. The majority of the stocks that were 
bought for their account was settled privately,as only 
3,000 shares were bought in under the rule. A great 
deal of the buying in Union Pacific was said to be for 
that account. As soon asthe failure was announced 
the traders rallied the market as they argued that a 
great many stocks would have to be bought. St. Paul 
was again made the leader and recorded a net increase 
for the month of October of $396,000. Chicago Gas was 
the weak spot in the market, the suit instituted by the 
economic people ſor non-payment of services and the 
fear that further litigation was near at hand made 
many of the holders nervous and quitea good deal of 
long stocks were sold. There is no doubt that this 
stock has been distributed through the street pretty 
thoroughly of late. The general market closes fairly 
steady, and we dojnot look for any activity for the 
present. The market looks as if we might havea 
small reaction of account of the dullness, but we 
think that stocks ultimately will sell a great deal 
higher.

NEW YORK, November 27—Our market today has 
received a sudden unexpected set-back in the tenor of 
the reports from Liverpool. That market has been 
the mainstay of values on this side in the recent past, 
and it has been therefore all the more surprising to 
find such a sudden change of circumstances as Was re- 
ported trom there in the cables yesterday and today, 
the decline when we opened here this morning having 
shown as much as 7-644 during the interval that we 
were closed and the net loss in values has been 5-64d 
since Wednesday night. Business here has been quiet, 
and the tone as a whole very steady. Naturally the 
disappointment brought about quite a quantity of of- 
ferings which, however, after the opening did not re- 
sult in any special giving way, fluctuations haying 
throughout been small and the close very steady.

The Anti-Barroom Committee Resorts to 
Radical Proceedings, 


THE NEGROES ARE VERY INDIGNANT. 


Several Men Arrested for Illegal Register-. 


ing—Many More Names Are 
on the List. 


— 


The municipal campaign is developing some 
Interesting features. 

The latest is the arrest of several parties on 
the charge of illegal registering. 

The first case was made against Wilson 

- Phifer, a colored barber. He was arrested on 

a warrant sworn out by ex-Policeman W. I. 
Harrington, whe is employed as a spotter 
the anti-barroom executive committee. 

Phifer was arraigned before Justice Man- 
ning and committed to jail in default of a two- 


bundred-dollar bond. 

For several days the anti-barroom campaign 
managers have had a corps of 
spotters watching the registration 
books and tax books and making 
a memorandum of all those registered that 
there was any loubt about being qualified 
voters. Phifer’s name went down on the sus- 
picious list, and the spotters kept a close 
watch on his futcre movements. 

Friday, Novqmber 20th, while Spotter 
Harrington was jn the tax receiver’s office 

esterday, Phifej entered and asked to be al- 

owed to pay hisgaxes. He said he had just 
been told that could not vote unless his 
taxes were all paid up. He added that he had 
not paid his — 3 county taxes for two 
years, and asked or a receipt forthe amount 
as he laid it dow: 

„Have you registered ?”” he was asked. 

Yes, I have registered. I of gouty my 
case to the city marshal and he told me that 
1 had only made a mistake by not understand- 
ing thoroughly the stipulations of the regis- 
tration law, and all I had todo was to pay my 
taxes. 

The campaign spotter made a note of this 
conversation and reported it to headquarters. 
The campaign committee seeing that Phifer 
had violated the law in taking the prescribed 
oath and registering before first having paid 
his taxes, had a ¥iarrant sworn out for his 
arrest. . 

The oath requir d of voters before register- 
ing is as follows: | 

J. —. do silemnly swear that I am a 
citizen of the United States, that I am twenty- 
on septs of age, tiat by the first Wednesday 
in He ember nex I will have resided in the 
stats of Georgia one year, and in Fulton 
county six months next preceding the date 
aforesaid; that I dm a resident of the city of 
Atlanta, and that have paid all legal taxes 
whigh haye.been réquired of me, and which I 
have Nad àu opportunity of paying, agreeably 
below, since the 218t day of December. 1877, 
except for the present year; so help me God.“ 

It was for the alleged violation of this 
statate and for false swearing that Wilson 
Phifer was arrested and sent to jail. 

About 8 o’clock last night Phifer was re- 
leased from jail on Bond given by friends of 
the citizens’ ticket. 

About 10 o’clock Peter McMichael, another 
negro, was arrested ‘for false swearing on a 
warrant sworn out before J. G. Walker. The 
warrant was placed in the hands of a bailiff to 
be served. McMichael was not found yester- 
day, but will probably be arrested today. 

Warrants were sworn out also for A. P. Roy 
and A. E. Franklin, a Peters street saloon 
proprietor. They were arrested and placed 
under bond. Roy and Franklin are both white 
men. 

These men will also be prosecuted for violat- 
ing the registration Jaws and false swearing. 
The specifie charge upon which the prosecu- 
tion will be based is that they registered without 
first complying with the law by paying al 
legal taxes. There was great excitement at 
the campaign headquarters of the anti-barroom 
party all yesterday. The rooms were not large 
enough to hold the crowds that congregated 
there to receive information regarding the ar- 
rest of the illegally registered men. 

The executive committee of the anti-barroom 

movement claim that they have the names of 
over one thousand seven hundred porters who 
have registered illegally, and that 100 warrants 
will be sworn out and served today. They will 
keep this up, they say, until the last man who 
has registered illegally has been prosecuted 
and placed in jail. 
There was great indignation in some circles 
over this proceeding, and the negroes especially 
are condemning it. The negroes claim that 
this radical proceeding will lose the anti-bar- 
room ticket over a thousand votes.
